Milwaukee and Chicago, and came 
back with some orders. He also 
brought back samples of new items 
that gift catalog 
firms, 
jobbers 
and wholesalers wanted produced 
in large lots. He arranged with 
the woodworking plants to start 
making the new products. 
M ake Various Products 
Polich now represents 
m anu­

Within the past year, Polich has 
acquired a wealth of knowledge 
about 
woodworking 
machinery, 
m anufacturing and m arketing pro­ 
blems. Taking part in the discus­ 
sions at the U. P. Industrial W ork­ 
shop Conference at M arquette last 
week, he was able to give much 
practical information to those In­ 
terested in the problems of small 
industry. 
“What you have to do is develop 
an item that has a potential use in 
the majority of homes in the coun­ 
try,” Polich told 
the 
conference. 
“The product has to be novel and 
practical. It is best to work with 
an item that docs not involve a 
considerable investment in tools.” 
Freight rates present a problem 
for Upper Peninsula woodwork­ 
ing plants trying to compete with 
producers in Chicago and other 
centers, Polich said. He cited one 
instance where a U. P. m anufac­ 
tu rer uses his own trucks to trans­ 
port his products to Chicago. F u r­ 
niture makers in Chicago, Grand 
Rapids, 
Sheboygan 
and 
other 
cities have more 
efficient, 
high 
speed machinery, and it is unwise 
for Upper Peninsula industries to 
attem pt to compete with them on 
standard items. 
“In the Upper 
Peninsula 
we 
should 
concentrate 
on 
special 
items,” Polich advised. 
Helps Figure Costs 
Polich now travels the Middle 
West to find sales outlets for pro­ 
ducts made by the Upper Peninsu­ 
la plants he represents. He calls 
on mail order houses, jobbers and 
companies issuing 
gift 
catalogs. 
Oftentimes, he comes back with 
ideas for new novelties which he 
turns over to U. P. woodworking 
plants. He assists the operators in 
figuring their costs and produc­ 
tion methods. Some of the items 
he handles are now being adver­ 
tised in national magazines. 
“I’m just really getting started 
in this business,” Polich explained. 
“I enjoy the work and I ’d like 
to see it grow. This is the reason 
why I am planning to sell my re­ 
sort lodge. I’ll keep the seven cab­ 
ins for awhile, 
though, 
until 
I 
know where I’m going as a m anu­ 
facturer’s agent.”

T hey also h a v e m a d e no ef­ 
fort to disprove the charges b ro u g h t against 
them . It w as sim ply a flat co ntention th a t 
th e CIO board had no rig h t to do this to 
them . T hey w e re expelled anyhow . 
R eorganization of th e expelled un io n s’ 
m e m b ersh ip is now u n d er w ay. A n ew o r­ 
ganizing com m ittee of g o v ern m en t an d civic 
w’ork ers has been form ed. To d a te it has 
rec ru ited som e 12,000 m em b ers from gov­ 
e rn m e n t w o rk ers w ho led th e fight to clean 
u p th e old Public W orkers. Issu an ce of a 
n ew CIO ch a rte r to this organizing com ­ 
m ittee is pending. 
Ju risd ictio n over m em b ersh ip in th e o th ­ 
er expelled unions is now b ein g w orked 
out by the CIO leadership. For instance, 
th e old Mine, NI ill and S m elte r W orkers 
has grow n into a kind of CIO “ D istrict 50,” 
w ith loeais in m any industries. S o m e of the 
iron m iners will be tak en into Steel W o rk ­ 
ers. M anufacturing locals m ay be ta k e n in­ 
to th e A uto W orkers. All this reo rg an iz a­ 
tion w ill take time. 
T he big fight has, of course, b een over 
th e 450,000 m em b ersh ip of th e old UEW. 
T h e n e w ly -ch artered IUE u n d er P resid en t 
Ja m es B. C arey now claim s 174 locals w ith 
275,000 of those m em bers. 
T he six G eneral M otors local elections 
at Frigiduire, Delco, P ack a rd Electric, Ro­ 
chester, N. Y., and N ew B runsw ick, N. J., 
p lants w ere fairly sim ple to ru n off under 
N ational L abor Relations B oard rules. All 
six unions had definitely b ro k en w ith the 
old UEW. T he total vote w as 22,167 IUE, 
2.528 UEW and 1,240 no union. 
R ecords on the W estinghouse an d RCA- 
V ictor hearing have been com pleted and 
are now u n d er study by NLRB.

The Washington 
Merry-Go- Round

W A SH IN G T O N — T h e air force is now 
designing a supersonic B-36 th a t will be 
able to accom plish w h a t h ith erto w as con­ 
sidered the im possible— a nonstop flight to 
Russia and back at th e speed of sound. This 
m ay be one an sw er to th e d eb a te over the 
super airp lan e carrier, fo r the n av y has 
contended th a t U* S. bo m b ers w ould fly so 
slowly th a t they could be knocked dow n by 
enem y fighter planes. T h erefo re th e navy 
urged a floating airp lan e base to approach 
th e enemy. 
W hat this n ew b o m b er m eans, how ever, 
is th at th e air force w ill now b e able to 
m ak e h it-a n d -ru n attacks against Russia at 
trem endous speed from h o m e bases in the 
U nited States. For exam ple, a sq uadron of 
supersonic B -36’s, based in M aine, could fly 
h alf w ay aro u n d th e w orld, rain atom ic 
bom bs on Moscow an d get back hom e in 
less th a n IO hours. 
The plan, still on th e d raw in g boards, is 
to stream line th e present B-36 by giving it 
sw ep t-b ack w ings an d a tu rb o -p ro p e n ­ 
gine. Most im p o rtan t of all, how ever, will 
b e a supersonic propeller, already devel­ 
oped by air force technicians. 
H itherto 
only jet planes have been able to fly faster 
than sound. B u t the n ew propeller w ill p e r­ 
m it p ropeller-driven planes to fly at th a t 
speed also. 
P resent 
trouble

planes is th a t their ran g e is lim ited. H ow ­ 
ever, th e pro p eller-p o w ered B-36 now has 
a range of 10,000 miles, and addition of the 
n ew supersonic propeller will give it a 
speed faster th a n sound.

Slim Laborite 
Majority Curbs 
British Tories 


By WILLIAM N. OATIS 
LONDON— UP) — Britain’s L a­ 
bor government, victorious in two 
crucial policy tests, mobilized its 
slim m ajority in the House of 
Commons today to beat down a 
third Conservative attack on L a­ 
borite spending policies. 
By rounding up every avail­ 
able Laborite member, including 
some from sick-beds, Prim e M in­ 
ister A ttlee’s government last night 
won a 25-vote majority against a 
Tory motion criticizing its hous­ 
ing record. The vote was 314 to 
289. 
The first test came last week, 
only a few days after the newly 
elected Labor government, with 
its m ajority in the House of Com­ 
mons whittled to only six scats, 
began its second term. That vote 
showed a Labor victory of only 14 
votes against Conservative leader 
Winston Churchill’s 
attacks 
on 
the government's program to n a­ 
tionalize the iron and steel in­ 
dustry. 
U nder the British parliam entary 
system, the government must re ­ 
sign if it loses a vote on any im ­ 
portant issue. It is doubtful that 
even the Conservatives really w ant 
to topple the government and go 
through another election so soon 
after last m onth’s poll. 
Churchill’s demands for three 
votes of confidence within a week 
were interpreted by observers as 
harassing tactics to keep the L a­ 
bor governm ent under 
pressure 
and to buildup issues for the next 
election campaign. 
The middle-road Liberals, who 
hold only nine seats in Commons, 
were responsible for the slight 
gain in the governm ent’s m ajori­ 
ty last night. On the first vote last 
week, all the Liberals voted with 
the Conservatives. Last night six 
Liberals voted with the govern­ 
m ent on the housing issue.

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Wisconsin Dairy Farmer 
Needs $15,000 To Start 


By LEWIS C. FRENCH 
(The Wall Street Journal) 
MILWAUKEE, Wis—Here's an­ 
other side to the bonanza Ameri­ 
ca’s farmers have been reaping In 
the past decade. The farmer’s son 
is finding it pretty 
hard 
to get 
started on a farm of his own. 
Reason: The high cost of land, 
equipment and buildings. 
Consider, for example, 
Dairy­ 
land Wisconsin. A youth with a 
hankering to get back to the farm 
had better be able to lay his hands 
on at least $15,000—just to start. 
It’s much better to have $25,000. 
Mechanize For Success 
The modern farmer must mech­ 
anize to stay in business. 
“Farm 
operation and success these days *s 
keyed fo machinery and 
equip­ 
ment,” says Floyd W. Duffer of the 
University of Wisconsin’s College 
of Agriculture. 
“I can recall when they sold out 
the total equipment of the home­ 
stead farm I worked for less than 
$1,000. But today that’s not enough 
even to start.” 
To begin working a family-siz­ 
ed farm your young farmer prob­ 
ably would need machinery costing 
between $4,200 and $7,800. A new 
tractor will cost 
from $1,000 to 
$2,000, depending whether he buys 
a pony-sized model, good 
mainly 
where the going is easy, or wheth­ 
er he gets a really rugged machine 
suitable for pulling a gang plow. 
He can pay $300 for such a plow, 
and a like amount for the harrow. 
A hay mower can cost $350, a corn 
binder $800, and a silo filler $650. 
True, a farmer can shop around 
for second-hand equipment. Back­ 
yards of implement dealers or an 
auction of the equipment of some 
farmer who found the going too 
rough financially, may 
turn 
up 
machinery which 
will cut 
one- 
third to one-half from the equip­ 
ment bill. But in a few years the 
farmer will start using bailing 
wire to patch up these “flunkers.” 
‘It is very easy in Wisconsin to 
invest $50,000 or more in buying 
.md equipping an 80-acre 
farm,” 
says George T. Klein, Menomonee 
Falls” implement dealer. 
Land: $100 An Acre 
At least 80 acres will be needed 
to get started in 
dairy 
farming. 
The land should be near a market. 
And even with mediocre buildings, 
such land will usually cost a mini­ 
mum of $100 an acre. 
Your young farmer can still get 
plenty of credit. But economists, 
watching the downward 
price 
bend in milk and many other farm 
commodities, warn: “Watch your 
stnn . . . the boom is over.” 
Then your young farmer will 
need a herd of from 15 to 20 dairy 
cows. 
The grades that are good 
enough to just pay their way will 
cost $150 a head and up. A really 
efficient production herd that has 
passed all the veterinary tests will 


cost at least $5,000, and a top­ 
flight one can cost $10,000 or 
more. 
Thus far the farm has cost 
about $21,000. But the 
time 
the 
farmer gets a first class milk 
house, milking machines, a truck 
to get his milk to market, and 
other necessary odds and ends, he 
will have spent close to $25,000. 
That would make him just about 
“typical” of 36 small farmers sur- 
j veyed 
recently in 
southeastern 
Wisconsin. These 36 farmers aver­ 
aged a $24,380 investment. 
On 75 larger farms, with more 
than 80 acres, the capital invested 
ranged from a low' of $34,641 to a 
high of $44,590. The average was 
$41,925. 
This is a far cry from a couple 
of generations ago, when it was 
standard 
practice on American 
farms for the father of the family 
to call in the son on his 21st birth­ 
day. 
Then, with mother looking 
on with mixed pride and tears, 
the sire wrould say something like 
this: 
“Son, you’re a man today. 
“Likely you’re figurin’ to be 
farmin’ for yourself, rather than 
following the furrow and doing 
the chores for me and Ma. 
Hear 
that old Si Johnson is laying out 
to rent that south forty down by 
the swale. 
Seein’ as how you’ve 
been using the surrey to spark his 
daughter, now is the time to be on 
your own. 
Pa and Ma Agree 
“Now, I’ll tell you what Ma and 
I agreed on for your birthday . . . 
Throw the spare harness over 
those greys you’ve been workin’, 
hook up that Stoughton wagon, 
toss in that 14-inch plow and sack 
up enough seed for spring. 
And 
take along those two cows you 
like so much. Me and Ma will get 
along all right here at home. You 
are on your own hook from here 
on.” 
The son often made out—some­ 
times he didn’t. But a young far­ 
mer today has an even tougher 
job, Wisconsin 
farm 
authorities 
think. 
Time w a s, notes K. 
M. 
Monroe of the John Deere Plow 
Co., when a man who could not 
make a living in the city took to 
farming. “Now farming is so me­ 
chanized and complicated that the 
man who cannot make a living on 
the farm shifts to the city fac­ 
tory.” 
Since young men taking voca­ 
tional agriculture courses in high 
schools and colleges generally do 
not have the $15,000 to $25,000 it 
takes to get a start dairy farming, 
a number of farm authorities here 
urge that a system be set up by 
the insurance companies and other 
financial institutions to back them. 
“You can’t start with just a 
plow and one or two cows and 
make enough to pay even the 
transportation for getting the milk 
to market,” says one local dairy 
farm expert.

Mere m athem atical 
errors 
in 
figuring the tax usually will 
be 
caught by 
electronic 
calculator 
machines that have been installed 
in big city collection districts. 
An operator copies 
off 
on a 
punch card machine the income, 
(’eduction, exemption and 
w ith­ 
holding figures the tax payer puts 
on his return, 
then 
feeds 
the 
punch card into the 
calculating 
machine. It rapidly shows the cor­ 
rect tax 
am ount, for matching 
against the taxpayers figure. 
The machine, however, can’t tell 
if the taxpayer gave the bureau 
correct figures on income, deduc­ 
tion, 
exemptions, 
etc. 
That’s 
where the investigators come in. 
Naturally they scrutinize large 
income returns more 
closely—a 
closer-than-ever check is to be 
made this year on returns for in­ 
comes of $7,000 to 
$25,000—and 
special attention is given to re­ 
turns with suspiciously large de­ 
ductions, for instance. 
But any return, however neat 
and clear and reasonable looking 
may be checked now by a bureau 
call on the taxpayer for verifica­ 
tion of what he reported.

Evading Taxes 
I Riskier Than

WASHINGTON—(IP)—Attem pt­ 
ing to evade federal income tax 
will be riskier than ever this year. 
The deadline for 1949 
income 
tax returns and payments comes 
Wednesday midnight, and the in­ 
ternal revenue bureau is set 
to 
give the 54,000.000 expected 
re­ 
turns closer scrutiny than in the 
past. 
Officials said today that some 
I 3,500 
investigators 
have 
been 
added to the bureau’s 
check-up 
forces in the last year. Congress 
has been asked to provide funds 
to add about 3,000 more. 
Bcanwhile, the bureau has been 
i shifting more of its personnel to 
investigate work as machines are 
installed to take over more and 
more of the routine clerical duties. 
Officials stressed that most of 
the “errors” in tax returns ap­ 
parently are innocent and not the 
result of efforts to evade taxes. 
They point out that 
nearly a 
million errors were caught in one 
recent year, yet fewer than 
500 
persons w ere prosecuted for delib­ 
erate tax fraud.

It’s easy to lot a luncheon menu 
for guests wear a touch of green 
for St. Patrick’s Day. Start off,

ice cream. All for the celebration 
of the day—and all good eating. 
Here’s the salad recipe: 
Shamrock Salad 
Ingredients: 3 cups diced cook­ 
ed chicken, 1*4 cups diced celery, 
Vt cup mayonnaise or creamy- 
type salad dressing, 3 tablespoons 
light cream, 2 tablespoons lemon 
juice, salt 
and 
freshly-ground 
pepper, dash of nutmeg. I medium 
sized avocado, 
I green 
pepper, 
watercress. Method: Place chicken 
and celery in a bowl. Mix mayon­ 
naise or 
salad 
dressing, 
light 
cream .md lemon juice; 
add 
to f 
chicken. Add salt and pepper to 
taste and nutmeg; mix well. Re­ 
move seed from avocado, noel and 
cut into hi-inch slices. Make 
a 
border of watercress around tilt* 
salad plates. Arrange 
2 slices of 
avocado in a circle on each plate. 
Fill center of circle with chicken i 


salad. Cut green pepper into four 
shamrock shapes with 
a paring 
knife; garnish top of each salad 
with a shamrock.

And how about some Irish tea 
to end the meal?

results in making Irish tea have 
the water boiling, 
and 
I mean 
boiling. Rinse the 
teapot 
with 
some of the boiling water before 
you put the tea in. One teaspoon 
for each cup, and one for the pot, 
unless you like it stronger; I do, 
and often use three teaspoons for 
two cups. Allow the tea to steep 
at least five minutes, maybe six. 
During this steeping I sometime! 
take the cover off the kettle and 
perch the teapot over the steam ­ 
ing w ater so the tea will be steam ­ 
ing hot.

MACKINAC STRAITS BRIDGE 
ISSUE FACES LEGISLATURE

Announcement by Gov. Williams recently that he would ask 
the 
Legislature 
at the 
March 
special session 
to recreate 
the 
Mackinac Straits Bridge Authority again focuses attention on a 
project that is considered by some as a multi-million-dollar dream 
and others as a vital link in Michigan's transportation system and 
spiritual unity. 
The Mackinac Bridge Citizens' Committee, of which Lee W ilson 
Hutchins of Grand Rapids is a member, now is trying to find out, 
once and for all, which of the two it is. 
Is it possible to build a structurally-sound, 33-foot wide steel 
span across the four-mile stretch of water separating the Upper 
Peninsula and Lower Peninsula at the Mackinac Straits, 225 miles 
north of Grand Rapids? 
W ould such a structure 
be financially feasible? 
How much 
would it cost? 
Could it be financed? 
W hat about taxes? 
How 
long would it take to build such a bridge? 


Those and hundreds of other equally important questions have 
been asked when the subject of a Mackinac Straits Bridge has 
been brought up. 
The Mackinac Bridge Citizens Committee, whose Chairman is 
W . S. Woodfin, President of the Grand Hotel on Mackinac Island, 
is attempting to get the Michigan legislature to set up a Mackinac 
Bridge Authority, which would be empowered to hire a qualified 
engineering company to make a thorough study of the project.

To keep the record straight, this committee is not asking the 
Legislature to approve the bridge idea nor to provide money to 
build it. 
All the committee is asking is that the Legislature set up the 
Bridge Authority to find out all the facts that should be knpwn 
before deciding whether such a bridge should be built. 
First of an, what's behind the move to build a bridge at the 
Straits? 
Primarily, it is to remove what proponents say is a disturbing 
bottleneck caused by inability of the State ferries to handle auto 
traffic at peak periods-— especially during hunting season, summer weekends and double holidays. 


A t those times, autos are lined up five to IO miles along the 
highway and motorists 
have been 
known to wait six or seven hours before being able to board ferries for the 45-minute ride across 
the four miles of water. 


In winter, huge 
ice jams occasionally disrupt ferry schedules for hours, such as happened a 
few days ago when the carferry Sainte Marie was stuck in windrowed ice that was reported up 
to 15 feet thick in places. 


Secondarily, what might be called a "spiritual" angle is involved. 
It is the long-held feeling of 325,000 Michigan residents living in the 325-mile-long 
Upper 
Peninsula that the Straits cuts them off from the state capital and the "main body" of the state.

Upper Peninsula 
residents currently are "pressuring" the Civil Aeronautics Board to grant a 
franchise for Nationwide Airlines— an affiliate of Turner airlines— to serve the Upper Peninsula with 
air mail rather than Wisconsin Central, which now holds the franchise. 
Testimony 
at a 
C A B hearing in 
Marquette 
indicated the Upper Peninsula's desire for closer 
connection with the Lower Peninsula, the same desire that motivates the drive for a Straits bridge. 
lf the bridge were to be built, what would it be like? 
That, of course, would have to wait for 
the final engineering report. 
However, the Citizens' Committee has an idea of what it might be like, taking its cue from the 
1940 report of the state-hired consulting engineering company of Modjeski & Masters. 
It would be four miles long from shore to shore, directly between Mackinaw City and St. Ig ­ 
nace. 
It would 
include 
a 
mile-long 
causeway------- already built in 1941— and one span 4,600 feet 
long (longest in the 
world) and would be 150 feet high. It would 
carry a three-way highway, 33 
feet from curb to curb, and sidewalks on both sides.

How much would such a bridge cost? 
The only detailed cost of such a bridge was made by Modjeski & Masters in 1940 when they 
figured it would cost $23,340,000 plus $2,400,000 interest on capi­ 
tal funds during construction. 
Since then, the Engineers Bridge Index has risen from 130 to 
230, 
indicating the bridge now would cost 50 million or more. 
How would it be financed? 
The Mackinac Bridge Citizens Committee said the Federal gov­ 
ernment likely would provide a 25-million-dollar grant and the rest 
would come from revenue bonds based on tolls assessed against 
motorists using the bridge. 
W ould the tolls be excessive? 
The Committee says the toll charges would be the same as 
the State ferries have been charging the last 12 years. 
How does anyone know what the bridge traffic would be in 
years to come? 
The average annual increase in traffic at the Straits since 1930 
H 
has been 19 per cent. 
This year approximately 610,000 automo­ 
biles carrying 1,628,000 persons crossed the Straits. 
Basing the expected increase on only five per cent— rather 
% 
than the 19 per cent yearly in the last 20 years— and a 30 per 
cent increase the first year of the bridge, a million cars will be 
crossing the Straits in 1955, proponents say. 
That many cars would produce $1,900,000 in revenue the first 
year the bridge is in operation— assuming it would be ready by 
1955. 
Interest on 25 million dollars of bonds at four per cent and 
maintenance and operation of the bridge the first year, Engineers 
say, would total $1,300,000— leaving $600,000 available the first 
year for bond retirement. 
Increasing traffic after the first year and decreasing interest 
as the principal is retired, say proponents, would assure retirement 
of the revenue bonds within 30 years.
